the proposed line of railway from Yunnan-

West River. This line was propanod 
about two years ago, and was approved by 
the Board of Communication at Pekin . 
A survey was undertaken by Mr. K, 8. 
Low, a foreigntrained Chinese engineor, 
who is said to bea man of shility, The 
capital was furnished: by Several’ wealthy 
Chinese citizens cf.the West River country,
